Crime, Mystery, and Suspense classics sneak, creep, and leap into the Cleveland Museum of 
Art this July in the next installment of 100 Years of Magic, our year-long series of the 50 great- 
est movies of all time (now at the halfway point). Orson Welles stops in twice: as an actor in The 
Third Man, and as director/actor in Touch of Evil — a film Welles took on by fluke when co-star 
Charlton Heston conditioned his own participation on Welles’s directing. Welles, who was in the 
Hollywood doghouse at the time and had been hired only to act, ditched the script and wrote his 
own, creating a film that was miserably unprofitable but quickly acknowledged as a masteipiece 
by critics around the world. Akira Kurosawa’s Rashomon introduced the West to the richness of 
Japanese cinema (and inspired two U.S. remakes) when it won the Venice Film Prize in 1951 . 
Actor Charles Laughton directed only one movie, but Night of the Hunter established him as a 
director of rare sensitivity and unique visual imagination. The month winds up with Francis Ford 
Coppola’s epic, The Godfather. Who needs air conditioning with such chilling entertainment? 


Sun/July 2, 1:30 The Third Man (UK, 1949, b&w, 
104 min.). Carol Reed directs Orson Welles, Joseph 
Gotten, Alida Valli, and Trevor Howard in Graham 
Greene’s tale of an American pulp writer scouring 
the streets of postwar Vienna for Harry Lime, an 
elusive old friend turned black marketeer. 

Sun/July 9, 1:30 Rashomon (Japan, 1950, b&w, 
subtitles, 88 min.). Directed by Akira Kurosawa, 
with Toshiro Mifune. In 12th-century Japan, four 
witnesses to a rape and murder give contradictory 
testimony. Preceded by Chris Marker’s stylistically 
unique La (France, 1964, b&w, subtitles, 

27 min.). 

Sun/July 16, 1:30 The Night of the Hunter (USA, 
1955, b&w, 93 min.). Charles Laughton directs 
Robert Mitchum, Shelley Winters, and Lillian Gish 
in a poetic thriller about a psychopathic preacher 
and two children. 


Sun/July 23, 1:30 Touch of Evil (US A^ 1958, 
b&w, 108 min.). Directed by and starring Orson 
Welles, with Charlton Heston, Janet Leigh, and 
Marlene Dietrich. A Mexican narcotics cop clashes 
with an American sheriff during a border town 
murder investigation — all to a terrific Henry 
Mancini score. 

Sun/July 30, 1:30 The Godfather (USA, 1972, 
color, 175 min.). Francis Ford Coppola directs 
Marlon Brando, A1 Pacino, James Caan, Diane 
Keaton, and Robert Duvall in a masterful gangster 
epic about an aging Mafia don, his family, and 
enemies. Oscar winner for Best Picture. Celebrated 
cinematography by Gordon Willis; music by Nino 
Rota. New 35mm print! Rated R 
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
